Army Command list will be offered | 


to qualified people as a reenlist- 
ment inducement, the Army an- 
nounced this week. 

It said the option would hold 
true for any of the enlisted or offi- 
cer-enlisted courses on the new 
CONARC schedule, except for those 
requiring special processing or re- 
view at Army Department level. 
These would include, among others, 
officer candidate school ‘courses, 
language training courses, and tlie 
helicopter pilot training course. 

The announcement was made in 
Change 1 to AR 601-229. The ruling’ 
is applicable world-wide to most 
men and women eligible for sepa- 
ration and for those who enlist or 
reenlist within 90 days after dis- 
charge. 

The Army said that applications 
for school courses under the regu- 
lation coming from people on in- 
definite enlistments “would not be 
encouraged.” However, command- 
ers may accept such bids before 
the individual resigns, provided 
he’s completed six years of his 
enlistment and is entitled to re 
sign. When quotas are short, pref- 
erence will go to appli finish- 
ing definite terms of service,

Federal Court 
Backs Review 





|Board Ruling 


PHILADELPHIA.—The Federal 
Court of Appeals. for the Third 
Circuit has upheld the right of a 
military board of review to scale 
down sentences imposed by courts 
martial. 

It rejected the plea of cn ex- 
soldier, John C. Taylor, whose 
lawyers argued that the Army 
review board had done wrong to cut 
his sentence from life to 20 years. 

They contended that since the 
review board had no right to im- 
pose the lesser sentence, that sen- 
tence was illegal and the mzn 
should be freed. 

The federal judges said the argu- 
ment was ingenious, but not good 
enough. 

But a federal court of -equal 
rank, in the Seventh Circuit, had 
gone along with precisely this 
same argument and had ordered 
release of another soldier involved 
in the same crime. 

The Supreme Court may have 
to decide which was right.

THE SOLDIERS were convicted 
in Korea of attempted rape and 
murder.

LOOKS LIKE TOAST 
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Now They Have Dehydrated Steak. 


FORT LEE, Va.—Not one of the 
1260 Fort Lee soldiers who partici- 
pated knew it, but as part of a 
Quartermaster research and devel- 
opment field evaluation ~ agency 
test, cll of them ate “freeze-de- 
hydrated” steaks, some of which 
had-been stored for a year without 
refrigeration. 

Shipped and stored in a dehy- 
drated state, the new steaks are 
quickly prepared by immersing 
them in either plain or salt water 
for 30 minutes and cooking for one 
minute on each side. 

A typical steak looks like dry 
toast when it is removed from its 
can. In its dehydrated state, it 
weighs about one ounce. After 
the 30-minute “dehydration” 
process, it may tip the scales at 
four ounces.

new meat product, no hint was|cook was surprised to heer this.

given them that the steaks they 
were to eat were unusual.

Plain old-fashioned witching. 

A well digger in civilian life 
with 378 holes to his credit, Young 
is sure there isn’t a better way to 
find water.

ALTHOUGH all of his water} 


witehing has been done near his 
hometown, Sequim, Wash., the ¢er- 
geant is convinced that a good 
water witch can operate anywhere. 

“I've met quite a few water 
witches here in Texas and they do 
find water, but they sure have to go 
deep for it.” 

What makes a good water witch? 
Like a great many other talents, 
you either have it or you don't. 
But, you can test yourself. You 
take a three-pronged willow branch, 
hold one prong in each hand and 
the other straight out in front. 
Then turn on the hose and held 
the stick over running water. If it 
turns in your hand so hard you 
can’t hold it still; you can be a 
water witch. If not, give up and try 
uranium prospecting, 

Although the willow branch will 
respond only to running water, 
Young says he can not only de- 
termine the exact spot to dig the 
well, but he'll also predict the 


4 depth within two feet. 


* * * 


TO FIND the best spot for a 
well in a plot of ground, he walks 
toward the center until the stick 
begins turning, stops and marks 
the spot. Then, he starts from the 
opposite edge and walks toward 
the stake until his willow stick 
again starts vibrating, and marks 
the second point. The well will be 
drilled between the two stakes with 
the distance between them totalling 
the approximate depth.

Going someplace, Mister? 


The next few months will find more people traveling 
than at any other time in the year. y 


There will be weekend trips and 
vacation trips. But wherever you 
go, North, South, East or West, 
don’t forget to take a camera along. 
It’s the only way to keep a perma- 
nent record of the trip. Who knows, 
some day you may want to show 
the pictures to your grandchil- 
dren. Here are a few pointers. 

Don’t wait until you return from 
an extended tour to find out if 
your camera is working properly. 
Before you leave, shoot a test roll 
of film and have it processed. This 
is especially important for color 
film, for the exposures must be 
fairly a¢curate. 

* ™ * 

KEEP FILM in the coolest pos- 
sible place when traveling, and not 
in the glove compartment of a car. 
Heat. reduces the speed of the film. 

When visiting historic places or 
foreign lands, make sequence 
shots. ‘Start with a picture of the 
name of the place. Then the im- 
portant buildings, their interiors 
when significant, then possibly me- 
morial plaques. 

Then there are pictures of peo- 
ple, close-ups, their costumes, the 
market place, the park, the~ main 
drag and if on the sea, the port. 

Many people take pictures of 
buildings, monuments and the like 
by just pointing the camera and 
shooting. ‘This is a waste of film. 
A postcard is cheaper. When you 
make such pictures, study the 
angle and thé lighting before shoot- 
ing. If the subject is worth photo- 

raphing, it’s worth spending a 
ew minutes to find the best per- 
spective. 

When traveling, we can’t al- 
ways have the kind of day we 
might like for photographing. 
Therefore, we have to do the best 
we can. For example: We want a 

icture of one of the houses George 

ashington slept in. The sun is 
shining and the sky is blue. Al- 
though minus clouds, the scene is 
still ideal for color. But we have 
panchromatic film in the camera 
and in black and white the scene

Memories 
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would be more effective if it had 
a few clouds in the sky. What to 
do about it? Use a red filter. It 
will give you a spectacular dark 
sky, a dramatic picture. 

In shooting color, don’t forget 
to take along a skylight filter to 
balance the color where the light 
is preponderantly blue, as in the 
mountains or by the sea. You might 
also take along a pola-screen. It 


will give you a dark sky without | 


affecting any other colors. 

If black and white pictures are 
your only requirements, we sug- 
gest panchromatic film. By all 
means, invest’ in a yellow filter. 
You'll usé it for eight out of ten 
pictures, and the results will be 
well worth the cost. ‘

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A Third GI Bill Is Needed 


Ae the United States goes on drafting thousands 

of youngsters yearly, and more thousands enlist to choose 
their own services, little or nothing has been done to help 
these youths readjust to civilian life. 

The argument has and can be made that, since these 
men do not face the hazards of war, they merit no personal 
rewards for serving their country. The obligation to serve is 
a duty of citizenship, the argument goes. 

Still, there are those who. see the situation in another 
light. Among them are almost a score of Congressmen who 
have introduced bills to set up a GI Bill of Rights for peace- 
time servicemen. 

The President cut off GI benefits to those who went on 
active duty after Jan, 31, 1955. A cut-off date certainly was 





necessary, for the Korea GI Bill benefits could not be allowed | | 


to run on indefinitely.—-——- § ~---"~) 


But\a benefit bill-of:some kind—perhaps less liberal than| 


the two we have had since World War IJ]—would not only 
help the peacetime soldiers who give up two years of thei 
lives, but would also help the country. ; . 

A large standing armed force is necessary in the face 
of possible Communist aggression. Who can argue that a 
third GI Bill would not help maintain that force in the neces- 
sary numbers? 

At the same time, Communist leadership in the sciences 
and technologies, already gaining ground, might be over- 
hauled by providing financial aid to thousands of young 
‘Americans qualified to train in these fields. 

Rep. Olin Teague, who heads the House Veterans’ Affairs 
committee, recently took time out from fighting a pension 
increase for War I veterans to point out: 

“We are drafting young men and We send them to Okin- 
awa and Korea and all over the world for two years. They 
come out with peacetime veterans’ status and receive no 

nsions at all. Yet, we take millions of men from World War 
and World War II, many with short periods of service, 
who did not make as much of a contribution and did not go 
overseas and have not done as much as some who are not 
eligible for pensions and all benefits we have now.” \ 

Unless injured in the service, peacetime veterans are 
not entitled to treatment in VA hospitals. Neither are they 
eligible for pensions, which are awarded for injuries not 
incurred in service. Veterans of war service, on the other 
hand, can get free VA care, even though their injuries are 
not service-connected. 

Even those peacetime veterans injured in service are 
denied rights available to others. Unlike wartime veterans, 
they are not given vocational aid and guidance. To make it 
worse, they receive only 80 percent of the wartime rates for 
the same service-connected disabilities. 


Gen. Omar Bradley, former VA chief, put it this way 
to Congress: “What difference is there between the man who 
lost his arm during wartime or peacetime?” He was out- 
lining the recommendations of his Presidential Commission, 
set up to study veterans’ benefits. The commission recom- 
mended that the same scale of disability payments be used 
for service in war and peace. 


Even though peacetime veterans, like the war veteran, 
lose time and earning potential while in service, they get 
none of the educational benefits available under the old GI 
Bill. They are also denied the jobless pay given to other civil- 
ian federal employees and get no help in the “between-jobs” 
period followibg discharge. This monetary gap between 
military and givilian life cannot -be bridged, either, by the 
customary mustering-out pay . given. veterans: of earlier 
service: the Johnny-come-latelies get no such thing. 

The best eyidence of the law’s inequity that we can think 
of lies in the vast difference in sums paid by the Veterans 
Administration to ex-servicemen-and their dependents for 
war or peact se From the Revolutionary War to today,

Two Uniforms 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.: According 
to MDW Circular 670-1, April 4, 
the “monetary expense for issue 
of the Army Green (shade 44) uni- 
form to enlisted men already in the 
Army must be borne from the al- 
lotted clothing allowances as spe- 
cified in SR 32-20-2. The one-and- 
one issue of Army Green and OD 
applies only to newly enlisted 
men,” 

Obviously, this means that Regu- 
lar Army personnel will have to 
purchase two additional uniforms 
at their own expense, if they are 
in the Army at present, while draf- 
tees and six-month Reservists will 
be issued them. 

In“ order to implement the 
changeover and to alleviate what 
we, Regular Army NCOs at this sta- 
tion, feel is unfair discrimination 
against RA personnel, we would 
propose the following plan. 

1, RA personnel should be issued 
twe sets of the new uniform, They 
should turn in, for salvage and/or 
reissue, their. present uniforms. 
There should be no optional period 
for wearing of either uniform for 
RA personnel, except for the time 
c takes to effect the issue and turn- 

n. 

2. US personnel and six-month 
Reserve trainees should be issued 
their allotted number of uniforms 
from the supply of OD uniforms on 
hand and from the RA turn-ins, un- 
til these supplies are exhausted.

Is Big Job at Benning 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Fort Ben- 
ning’s 182,000 acres with their vast 
supply of fish and game resources, 
-vomnd be protected to be produc:

Since 1949, the purpose of the 
Fish and Game Maintenance Asso- 


needed protection. The area is 
monitored by a set of rules de- 
signed for strict conservation. 


Fish and Game Maintenance As- 
sociation is a volunteer organiza 
tion. A total of 3630 active and re- 
tired military personnel and their 
families paid the $1.75 membership 
fee during the past year. 

The price covers the cost to fish 
and hunt on the reservation and 
also allows members to participate 
at no charge in special events like 
fish and skish- tourneys, turkey 
shoots and barbecues. 

‘All people using the post’s hunt- 
ing and fishing facilities also must 
have federal licenses, which may 
be purchased through the associa- 
tion.

STATE LAWS comprise the 
major guide in setting up the pent - 
fish and game rules. 

With the Benning siusiannedd 
spread out in Georgia and -Ala- 
bama, officials have elected to 
abide by both state hunting statutes. 

Bag limits and opening and clos- 
ing dates for the various seasons 
are duplicates of those set by the 
states. In fact, the post limits the 
number of days for hunting. Ala- 
bama and Georgia both permit 
hunting from openinig to closing 
dates of the respective seasons. 
Benning allows hunting only on 
Wednesday afternoons, Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays, still remain- 
ing within the inclusive date pe- 
riods set by the states. 

There was one exception to the 
rule, although that did not. go 
through until permission was ob- 
tained from the: Georgia and Ala- 
bama Fish and Game Commissions.

Seven positive cases of rabies in 
foxes were discovered, plus one 
case among the bobcats. 

A similar program was starjed 
in September, 1955, in which a 
sampling of the animal population 
again was made.

The rabies control program has 
succeeded in helping to eliminate 
threats to quail, turkeys and wild- 
life stock, another important objec- 
tive in any good game management 
and conservation plan. 
Federal and Georgia state ex- 
perts consider the Benning reserva- 
tion one of the nation’s most pro- 
ductive wildlife preserves, which 
explains why Georgia chose to send 
2500 rainbew trout to Pine Knot 
Creek in 1955. 
A federal fishery management 
biologist in Atlanta asked the asso- 
ciation for a survey of the creek, 
which had been nominated for 
trout stocking. The survey was 
completed May 10, 1955, and in- 
volved determination of the length 
of fishable waters, average depth, 
number of holes and water tem- 
perature. 
The five-mile stretch covered 
showed. water temperature in the 
lower 60 degrees Fahrenheit, the 
average depth four feet and an ade- 
quate number of deep water holes. 
Fifteen days ‘later, the Branch 
Game Fish Hatchery at Irwin, 
Tenn., indicated that 2000 four- 
inch rainbow trout could be stocked 
at Fort Benning.

The great open frontier, in the 
geographical sense, is gone. The 
era of free land in large measure 
is past. However, opportunities to 
acquire public lands still exist.

A READING of the text will 
probably yield at least three major 
conclusions. One is that the re- 
maining public domain is distant 





from the main concentrations of the 
American people.

EXACTLY how much of the pub- 
lic land is vacant no one can tell. 
The figures vary.from day to day, 
almost from hour to hour. That is 
why there is no such thing as a 
map locating the exact boundaries 
of the public domain. 

Such a map would probably 
change as often as a weather chart. 
Sometimes a huge chunk of land 
will be reserved for years to en- 
able the government to carry out 
a planned function. This is called 
withdrawn land, and it may be 
reserved for the construction of a 
dam, for reclamation of an arid 
area or for the exclusive explora- 
tion of vital minerals. 

In most states, a few thousand 


jacres means nothing so far as the 


vacant public domain is concerned. 
In at least six western states, more 
than half of the entire Jand in each 
state is owned by~ the Federal 
government. The overwhelming 
amount of public domain is con- 
centrated in 11 western states.

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“One Man's Thanks

FORT MONROE, Va.—An accidental explosion a cen- 
tury ago brought about the construction of one of Fort Mon- 
roe’s loveliest and most inspiring points of historic interest— 


the Chapel of the Centurion.

are aware of the church’s unusual 
beginning. 

Near the eve of the Civil War, 
Julian McAllister, a lieutenant in 
the Army Ordnance Corps, was or- 
dered to Fort Monroe. His chief 
duties at the Chesapeake Bay fort- 


ress were to make and. test new, 


weapons and equipmeat. 

One day, McAllister sat at a 
work bench in the garrison’s lab- 
oratory concocting a test explo- 
sive. On either side of him, equal- 
ly absorbed in the experiment, 
were seated two other Ordnance 
officers. Suddenly, something went 
wrong. A terrific explosion. rocked 
the building and, threw the men 
to the earthen floor. 

When the smoke and debris had 
settled, one of the officers rose 
dazedly to his feet. His two com- 
panions did not stir, for of the 
three men, only Lt. McAllister had 
survived the fatal blast. 

7 . - 

BECAUSE HE looked upon his 
escape from death as an act. of 
Providence, Lt. McAllister con- 
ceived the idea of building a 
church to symbolize his prayer of 
thanks to God. The doors of his 
church, he said, would always be 
open, and every man, regardless of 
his religious preference, would be 
assured of a warm welcome there. 

And so, with his own earnings 
and -with. money he was able to 
collect from friends, the lieutenant 
began plans for building his church. 

After many interviews and con- 
sultations, Richard Upton, distin- 
guished American architect and a 
faithful churchman, was commis- 
sioned to design the chumch. 

Completed in May 1858, 
church was dedicated that same 
month to Cornelius, patron saint 

,of military men. Cornelius was a 
Roman centurion who served in 
the Holy Land with “the band 
called the Italian Band” (Acts, 10) 
and was converted to the Christian 
religion by, the Apostle Paul. The 
stained glass window which today 
stands out, in bold colors over the 
center of the chancel commemo- 
rates Cornelius the centurion.

DURING THE MORE than 98 
years of its existence, meditation 
and prayer in the Chapel of the

FORT LEWIS, Wash: Recently

regulations concerning retirement 
of. EM with 20 or more but less 
than 30 years’ service who have 
from one to five years National 
Guard service on record prior to 
entry into active federal service. 

For -this National Guard service 
they are credited for pay purposes 
only. However your reply indi- 
cated that upon 20 or more but less 
than 30 years’ service, such an EM 
must complete. an additional 10 
years Reserve time before being 

romoted to highest grade or rank 

ld during World War If (now 
changed by Public Law 547 to high- 
est rank or grade held at any time 
during active service), 

However, there appears to be 
no change in the new law which re- 
quires the same additional 10 years 
Reserve time before EM can be 
promoted to highest grade. 


Personally, I believe this some- 
what of an injustice toward those 
who spent those years pervious to 
entry on active duty in preparing 
themselves to be more effective 
soldiers when this country faced 
its two emergencies. 


Certainly any citizen who enlist- 

- ed in the Reserve or Guard learned 
something of military life and as- 
similated some training so that he 
was able to step into his role of an 
active soldier with a lot more as- 
surance and know-how than some- 
one fresh from civilian life with 
no military training whatsoever. In 
that respect alone such a soldier 
immediately became valuable.

FORT ORD, Calif.: In. your 
June 30 issue was a letter.from a 
MSgt. Stanford stating his wish to 
wear the officers’ pinks and greens 
in order to gain prestige. Pending 
publication of Army regulations 
authorizing the issue of prestige 
to master sergeants, the following 
action should be taken: . 

Prestige will be issued, one 
each, to each master sergeant, 
but only upon his signing. a 
statement that he will: wear the 
officer pink and green: uniform. 
According to Stanford, this 
seems to be the manner in which 
prestige is acquired. But to wear 
the officers’ uniform would only 
be to borrow prestige and not to 
earn it. 
There is prestige in the NCO 
corps, if it can be lifted from 
underfoot and brought back up to 
thin-height. It will not be so 
simply done as to don the officers’ 
uniform or any uniform. 
It can be done by the institution 
of NCO councils, not to be used 
vas. gripe sessions -but. to_ benefit 
the entire outfit. If it benefits 
the unit, it helps the NCO. The 
formation and collection of ideas 
by an NCO council ean be of great 
value in getting action. on ne- 
glected problems.

Army Chaplains Mark 


Their 18st 


WASHINGTON. — On Sunday, 
July 29, the Chaplains of the 
United States Army will commem- 
orate the 181st anniversary of the 
day on which the Continental Con- 
gress founded their branch to care 
for the spiritual needs of Ameri- 
ean soldiers. 

Serving today throughout the 
world wherever there are Ameri- 
can troops, the Army Chaplaincy 
had its modest beginnings on July 
29, 1775. On that day the Conti- 
nental Congress of the American 
colonies conferred official status 
on chaplains in the Army~-by pass- 
ing a resolution fixing their pay 
at $20 a month, the same as the 
pay established for officers with 
the rank of captain. 

For many years the chaplains’ 
primary mission of furnishing spiri- 
tual ministration suffered because 
of the numerous other functions 
they were called upon to discharge. 
Around the time of the Mexican 
War, for instance, the law required 
chaplains to “perform the duties 
of schoolmaster” at Army posts, 
and they often acted as librarians 
as well. 

As late as War I, the operation 
of the post exchange and the unit 
post office, the sale of war bonds, 
and the supervision of athletics 
were some of the miscellaneous 
activities which the Army chap- 
lain had to undertake. In recent 
years, however, the situation has 
greatly changed, until in today’s 
Army the chaplains’ duties are en- 
tirely in the realm of religion and 
morality, - 

Army chaplains have served in 
all of our country’s wars; hun- 
dreds have given their lives, many 
on the field of battle. Many. more 
have been decorated for gallantry 
and for distinguished service. Since 
the establishment of the Chaplain- 
cy in 1775, a total of 279 chaplains 
are known to have died in the line 
of duty during wartime,

THE ARMY’S religious program 
received considerable impetus in 
War Il, during which. nearly 8900 
chaplains saw service and chap- 
lains made spiritual ministrations 
available to our troops on a scale

The outbreak of the Korean con- 
flict found the chaplain ready to 
carry into the fighting zone wor- 
ship services and other spiritual 
ministrations. 

Today we-rare once again in an 
era of peace, but this time the 
Army’s religious program is going 
ahead at full speed. Since War II 
many new chapels have been built 
in the United States and overseas. 
Approximately 1200 chaplains are 
on active duty to minister to the 
spiritual needs of the Army’s more 
than a million men and women 
plus their dependents. 

In 1956 the character of the chap- 
lain’s service is quite different 
from what it was in the period of 
wartime emergency. Marriages, 
baptisms, instructions, counselling 
with servicemen and women, Sun- 
day school and youth programs, 
character guidance activities—they 
are the things that occupy his time 
these days, in addition to the regu- 
lar conduct of worship services. 

At the head of the Army Chap- 
lains today is Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) 
Patrick J. Ryan. Chaplain Ryan 
is a veteran of 28 years of Army 
service. 

As a result of his War II‘ serv- 
ice, Chaplain Ryan is one of. the 
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CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS is Maj. 
Gen. Patrick J. Ryan, who is a 
Right Reverend Monsignor of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 
Second ranking is Brig. Gen. 
Frank A. Tobey, who was an 
Infantry lieutenant in 1924. He 
is a Baptist. 


Army’s most decorated chaplains. 
His decorations include the Bronze 
Star Medal, the Legion of Merit, 
the Army Commendation Ribbon, 
the Medal of War (Brazil), the 
Order of the Crown (Italy), the 
Bronze Medal of Valor with Star

As 7 Are Accused of Attack 


BAMBERG, Germany. — The 
town of Bamberg, where seven 
American soldiérs have been 
charged with rape of a 15-year-old 
Bamberg girl, has demanded the 
removal of the American garrison, 
Burgomaster Herbert Schorer an- 
nounced, . 

The town council decided unani- 
mously to ask the West German 
government to take steps to get 
the Americans out and to replace 
them with a garrison of the new 
West German army. 

The burgomaster confirmed the 
fact that the reason for it was “the 
recent crop of incidents with the 
Americans here.” 

“The American-German Commit- 
tee for Friendly Relations has not 





been working too well lately,” he 
added. 

The soldiers have been formally 
charged. . 

Military investigators said that 
the girl was attacked shortly be- 
fore midnight on July 9, while she 
was walking home in the company 
of. a 23-year-old student. A 10th 
Div. spokesman said the two were 
attacked by soldiers who raped the 
girl and physically restrained the 
student. 

The men formally charged with 
the offense went on .an_ identifica- 
tion parade. The girl was asked to 
pick out her assailants.

Shoe Shine Boys 
-- Eager to Learn. 


SEOUL, Korea.—A school that has no compulsion, no 
punishment and whose teachers get no pay, opens its doors 
every evening at five o’clock in Seoul. Some 670 youngsters 
between the ages of six to eighteen troop into the classrooms made out 
of terits built up with the remains of packing cases and prepare to 
face four hours of lessons. 

As they take their seats they carefully find a place for the tools 
of their trade. The shoe-shine boys stack their boxes of brushes and 
polish. The boys who have been selling cigarettes put what is left 
after their day’s trading below their desks, the waiters hide their 
aprons, the messenger boys move their ‘tips’ from a torn pocket to a 
safer one. 

The business boys school is ready to begin. 

Presiding over this motley crew of beggar boys and urchins, of 
shoeshine boys and messengers, of children who have lost their par- 
ents and those who come from poor refugee families, is a bright-faced 
24-year-old Korean National Police Sergeant, Kwon Ung Pal, who claims 
that his school has never turned away an applicant.

THE STORY of this school with no obvious means of support; 
which goes on always increasing its membership, began in 1952 when 
Pvt. Kwon Ung Pal was moved from a combat unit to Seoul and given 
as his assignment the job of rounding up the beggar boys and putting 
down the thieving that was harassing the main Post Exchange and | 
people walking in the.streets of the capital city. 

In his own words, “kicking and punishing and arresting the beggar 
boys did no good.” 

Little more than a boy himself, Kwon Ung Pal found himself in 
sympathy. with the young ragged malefactors and quickly realized that 
boys: with no means of livelihood will steal and lie and cheat to get 
a meal before crawling under the railroad bridge or ruined wall that | 
is their only shelter.

WITH NO MEANS or position to de anything about this state of 
affairs, Kwon Ung Pal gathered a little group into the ruins of what 
had once been the Seoul Post Office and started to teach them songs, 
tell them stories and give simple lessons for one hour a day. . The 
group grew to 60 or 70. ; 

After a great deal of hunting around he then found an old ware- 
house in the center of Seoul which gave a little more protection from 
the elements and, armed with a blackboard, started a primary school. 
The numbers grew alarmingly. 

The group moved to a private school at Chang Kai, opening after 
normal school hours. This did not work as the urchins fought with 
the better-off children who attended the school. 

Finally in 1954 he moved his school into three shored up tents on 
ground belonging to the Korean Soldiers and ,Rolice Orphanage at 
Nam San on a hill dominating the center of Seoul. 

In official recognition that Kwon Ung Pal was doing a good job in 
an unorthodox way with these under-privileged youngsters, the National 
Police promoted Kwon to sergeant and relieved him from all duties 
other than caring for the boys and the school.

AID CAME from Presfdent Rhee who had a quonset hut built as 
sleeping quarters for children completely homeless and destitute. . Two 
more tents were added to the hillside. The Ministry of Social Affairs 
made a ration allowance to feed the children who needed help. Indi- 
vidual Koreans raised funds. 

But Kwon Ung Pal wanted more than just enough food and shelter 
for his boys. He wanted to give them a position in life and to assure 
their future. They must be made self-supporting and taught that they 
must build good reputations for honesty and fair-dealing. 

To this end he encouraged the shoe-shine boys by himself obtaining 
shoe-shine boxes which he loaned until a boy had made enough money 
to buy a box df his own. A shoe-shine box costs about 600 hwan. A 
shoe-shine boy on an average makes 300 hwan a day. A little careful 
economy and a man of eight could be in business on his own.. Other 
boys he helped to get jobs as street vendors, newsboys, messengers. 

When they were making enough money he encouraged them to 
leave the ‘hand-out’ kitchen and make their own cooking and eating 
arrangements. 

“These are only the first steps,” he explained. “I want the boys 
to learn proper trades as well.”

Among the |- 
numbers was.one boy, Kim, whose police record showed that he had 
run away from an orphanage 32 times and was listed as incorrigible. 
Kim stayed at this school. So did some six hundred others.

One of the most fabulous charac- 
ters in our Civil War history was 
William Clarke Quantrill, some- 
times described as “the father of 
the American outlaw.” 

Quantrill, who organized a band 
of bloody guerillas enlisted men 
like Frank and Jesse James, and 
Cole and Jim Younger. Quantrill’s 
guerillas swept through such towns 
as Lawrence, Kans., looting, butch- 
ering and burning with the fervor 
of mad men. 


“Quantrill and the Border. Wars” 
is a reissue of the best book on 
this subject, printed in 1910. The 
style is old fashioned, the foot- 
notes g, the original 
woodcuts unrevealing. But @ fasci- 
nating story is told. As Homer 
Croy puts it in the introduction: 

“Ne yawns, no tuning in on 
television for a change. You are 
right there in Bleeding Kansas.” 

The author hated Quantrill, his 
politest description of him being 
“gory. monster” (whieh was ac- 
curate). No attempt was made to 
be impartial or impersonal—author 
Conelley was full of hate for his 
subject and belted Quantrill’s 
bones around, 

In addition to being one of this 
country’s most bloodthirsty killers, 
Quantrill engaged in a war with 
Standard Oil Co., and compiled the 
only dictionary in the language 
of the Wyandote Indians. An 
amazing historical. character.

Smvg—the bane of many cities 
—is not entirely due to the un- 
burned hydrocarbon fuel from 
automobile exhausts, but this waste 
is a contributing element. How- 
ever, the auto manufacturers were 
not entirely prompted by altruism 
when they got behind the fuel-in- 
jection system. Its promoters claim 
for it many. advantages which, in 
some respects, are revolutionary. 

Primarily, it’s a horse-power 
booster. This factor is not greeted 
with too much enthusiasm by some 
of the safety-first advocates, but 
it seems to be a sales stimulant. 
The new F-I system also promises 
smoother engine performance than 
the conventional earburetor can 
achieve, its backers claim. It also 
means better cold-weather starting 
and reduces the vapor lock prob- 
lem, something drivers are unhap- 
pily familiar with.

a variation in styling which may 
result—something highly im- 
portant on the show-reom fleor 
—because of the reduced bulk 
of the apparatus in confparison 
with the ordinary carburetor. 
The head room requirements in 
the engine compartment will be 
reduced by six inches according 
te the manufacturers. Think of 
what the stylists can de with 
that.

Plywood Shelter 
For Arctic Area 


An Arctic shelter which has 
seven men under ideal condi- 


tions has been developed by the Corps of Engineers’ Research 


at Belvoir. 





Capable of withstanding sus- 
‘tained winds of 100 miles per 
hour and snow leads up to 75 
pounds per square foot, the 
building has been adopted by 
the Army for use as barracks, 
communications shelters and 
first aid stations after highly 
successful tests at Fort Church- 
ill, Canada, and Big Delta, 
Alaska. 

Three-inch thick stressed-cov- 
ered panels with fir plywood sur- 
faces glued to the wood edge band- 
img and interior framing are used. 
Cavities, formed between these 
members, are lined on the’ inner 
face by aluminum foil on kraft 
paper. The foil extends up the 
sides of the framing to form-a cup, 
which is filled with 242-pound den- 
sity fiber glass insulation. 

The ‘roof construction consists 
of skin-stressed fir plywood beams 
supported on the bearing walls.

Recessed in the groove, the hard- 
wood tongue makes a weather- 


tight joint by compressing a gasket 
at the bottom of the groove. 

Wall panels measuring four by 
eight feet-and weighing 96 pounds 
have tongues on three edges and 
a groove with a recess gasket on 
one of the long edges, Thrée inter- 
changeable types — plain, window, 
and door — are provided. The 
building can be varied as to the 
number of windows and doors by 
increasing or eliminating these 
panels. 

Triple-glazed, hermetically sealed 
plastic windows are used in the 
building. They can be removed and 
replaced by other types or by 
screening in the summer. 

Ventilation is provided by -slots 
cut in the framing under each 
window. A rotatable cover con- 
trols the amount of ventilation de- 
sired. Screen doors are also pro- 
vided for summer use.

STAMPS

nue largest and fastest growing stamp collection in the 
U. S. is housed in the Smithsonian Institution in Wash- 


ington. 


It now has over 1,106,800 stamps, with thousands 


of others waiting to be sorted, cataloged and added to the 


collection. 


An indication of the speed with 
which the collection is growing 
ean be foynd in the fiscal year re- 
port issued by Dr. Remington 
Kellog, director of the National 
Museum. His report on acquisi- 
tions during the fiscal year shows 
389,485 stamps added. 


There were 163 individual con- 
tributions during the year. Of 
these, 148 were gifts, 12 repre- 
sented transfers from _ other 
governmental agencies, two were 
loans and one was a bequest. 

Chief source of stamps from 
governmental agencies was the 
General Services Administration. 
This office provided some 146,- 
430 stamps. In addition to this 
lot, the GSA provides many 
stamps from dead letter material 
and bulk stocks of current used 


’ foreign issues. Chief interest in 


the foreign is in variations of 
a given stamp — perforations, 
overprints, surcharges and sim- 
ilar changes 

The revenue section of the col- 
lection was enriched during the 
year by the addition of 3883 dif- 
frent stamps from the U.S. Inter- 
nal Revenue Service. 


The Post Office Department con- 
tributes one of the three copies of 
new issues of Universal Postal 
Union countries it gets each year. 
Two such shipments. last year ac- 
counted for 2250 varieties. The 
Post Office also provides three 
copies of each new U. S. issue. 

The number of foreign countries 
contributing stamps has grown 
from 14 a yéar ago to 17 during 
the current year. 

Among the key accessions of 
the year was a complete set 
of 22 die proofs of the Migratory 
Bird Hunting (Duck) Stamps 
from John L. Farley of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service. This is 
probably the only complete set 
of die proofs outside the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing.

WASHINGTON—The first of the Army’s new “me- 


| chanical mules” have gone into production under provisions 


of a contract for approximately $3,500, 000 awarded to Willys 


Motors, Inc. 


The four-cylinder version of its | 


four-footed namesake is the. first 
all-new light-weight tactical ve- 
hicle te be added to the military 
procurement program since the 
development of the famous “Jeep” 
early in War II. 

The contract, which includes ap- 
proximately $3-million for produc- 
tion and $500,000 for vehicle engi- 
neering, calls for first deliveries 
of the “mechanical mules” within 
a year. Five experimental models 
were built earlier for rigid test 
operation. 

These “mobfe platforms” were 
designed under supervision of 
Ordnance Tank-Automotive Com- 
mand engineers at the Detroit 
Arsenal for off-road mobility in 
forward combat areas and for air- 
borne troop operations. 

Initial delivery of the “mule,” 
which will be produced in Toledo,

THE VEHICLE, 100 inches long 
and 46 inches wide, can be trans- 
ported easily by helicopter or 
plane, and can be dropped by 
parachute. 

It has the lowest silhouette of 
any military vehicle (27 inches) 
and can climb a 72 percent slope 
in rugged terrain with ammuni- 
tion, weapons and supplies that 
otherwise would be on the foot- 
soldier’s back. 

The light-weight carrier can be 
towed as a trailer behind jeeps 
or larger trucks.

MUCH ve the public domain is 
concentrated in the western states, 
but as a result of its checkered his- 
tory and incredible maze of laws, 
not all the public domain lies in 
compact chunks. There are rem- 
nants of land that lie-in isolated 
sections. To the government, these 
scattered parcels are insignificant 
real estate holdings, difficult and 
uneconomical to manage. Many of 
them lie in arid areas. 

For years the consensus of ex- 
perts was that little could be done 
with these seattered remnants— 
that is, until it suddenly dawned on 
some that we are living in an age 
of automobiles and ‘highways that 
make it possible for people to think 
nothing of traveling a couple of 
hundred miles on a weekend jaunt. 
It a'so occurred to some that “iso- 
lated” tracts of lend are just what 
a lot of Americans might like to 
have for vacation sites, 

The resulting Small Tract Act, | 
although still largely unheralded 
in the American press, is prob-| 
abiy the most popular land law | 
passed since the Homestead Act of | 
1862 


The business of applying for 
land under the Small Traet Act is 
not as simple as just writing a let- 
ter, then plunking down the price. 
Yet every citizen has aright to a 
plausible explanation in reply te 
a “reasonable” demand or question 
put to the BLM. 

It may take patience, persever- 
ance and even tolerance to get 
small tracts of land under the Act, 
but it can be done. The citizen who 
know what to do is just one step 
ahead of the game. 

La ” 

LAND LAWS are constantly be- 
ing revised. One day, to make cer- 
tain applications, you may be re- 
quired to pay a $10 filing fee. Next 
day the fee may be abolished. One 
day the government will require 
that certain land first be held un- 
der lease for a while before you can 
buy it; next day you may be able 
to buy the same land outright. 

There are no diabolical schemes 
behind such apparent 
Changes are not made by whim 
or fancy. The BLM, for example, 
has extremely- wide latitude in its 
authority to administer millions of 
acres of public domain: These take 
the form of administrative regula- 
tions, and behind each change 
there is, good or bad, some weighty 

consideration. 

Nevertheless, most land laws 
are basic and do not change radi- 
cally for generations. 

You may want to go after some 
of Uncle Sam’s acres because only 
the government has title to the 
type of land you desire or seek. You 
may do so because you feel that 
you could get the kind of land you

During the summer, the center 
at Indiantown Gap is open for the 
training of Reserve component 
troops but, other than that, the 
chanees of being assigned to a lo- 
cation in the state are small. 

The largest «active installations 
just now are the Philadelphia QM 
Depot and Carlisle Barracks.

The tax bite in Pennsylvania is 
a straight three percent on sales. 
Neither state-based nor state resi- 
dent servicemen are tapped for in- 
eome or personal property taxes. 

Servicemen need not get driver 
licenses or tags locally if they have 
valid permits from another state. 
But: both tags and driver licenses 
must be from the same state. De- 
pendents must be licensed in the 
state.

Yor vehicle inspection—#it is re- 
quired twice a year. 

No special insurance is required 
by the state on cars (it may be by 
the post, however). Trailers may 
be parked and lived im without li- 
eensing but must be licensed and 
insured for hauling within the 
state. Rates for both tags and in- 
surance depend on the size of the 
trailer. 

School children entering high 
school during the senior year must 
be in residence at the time of grad- 
uation and cannot get their di- 
plomas as absentees. Otherwise, 
ther are no special accrediting re- 
quirements. 

Veterans from Pennsylvania get 
no special job-hunting help from 
other than the State Employment 
Agency. But those with War II serv- 
ice draw a bonus ($15 per month 
overseas, and $10 for ZI). Filing 
deadline is Dec. 31, 1956. The state 
is also in the process of enacting a 
Korean bonus law. Payments are 
unlikely until 1958, however. 

For the romantically inclined, 
Pennsylvania allows marriage at 
21 without parental consent and at 
16 with. Blood tests are required 
and may be given by a.military 
doctor. There is a three-day wait. 
Ceremonies may be either religious 
or civil and not witnesses are re- 
quired.
